WASHINGTON, January 2.—Tho ways and 
Means con mittee today heard arguments by 
representatives of wool ‘growers. George iH. 
Wallace, of Missuri, read a prepared paper 
abounding with statistics to demonstrate the 

sMecessily for maintaining duties on imported 
wool, and suggested an adjustible tariff which 
would diminish when wool was scarce and 
high in prices, and increase when it was plen- 
tiful and low in prices. He dwelt at length 
upon what he described as imperfections of 
the present, classifications, saying that in 
‘Wanamake s store could be seen pantaloons 
made of th#rd class, or carpet wool, and sold at 
$3.50 per Dir, Importers of carpet wools said 
this gradeZi,t wool was used everywhere and 
for all kigM), of wool manufacturing as well as 
Carpets. This demonstrated the fact that im- 
portatiogy of third class wool, under the present 
mninishing the production of wool in 


THE COST OF PRODUCTION, 

Representative Flower questioned Mr. Wal- 

ace closely as to the actual cost of wool pro- 

uction in Missouri, eliciting the fact that land 
was worth from $30 to $40 per acre,‘and that 
ft would maintain one sheep per acre. 

Representative Carlisle joined inthe in- 

guuiry, and ascertained from witness that fleece 

averaged $1.50. The actual cost of production 
of wool was about twenty cents a pound. There 
was no money to be made at that figure; but 
there were other considerations to be heeded, 

‘Such as the manuring of land, the fact that 

sheep cleared off brambles and weeds, and 

therwise benefit the farm. Mr. Carlisle re- 
varked that he supposed sheep were not 
valnable alone for wey! and mutton. 

Mr. BreckenridgU sought to ascertain the 
*—nroduction of third-class wool in the United 
States, but witness said that owing to the fact 
that the class of wool used by the carpets va- 
ried according to the quality of manufacture, 
he could not give any exact figures. Wool 
vrowers had found carpet manufacturers very 
reticent in giving information. 

Mr. Ureckenridge: having put a long hy- 

thetical question respecting the amount of 
rofit in wool growing in the United States, 
witness replied that he would find that subject 
discussed with great ability in the president’s 
message of two years ago. 

PETITIONS TO BE PRESENTED. 

Mr. F. B. Bennett, of Boston, editor of the 
American Wool Keporter, wasthe next wit- 
ness, and said that two petitions would be pre- 
sented to congress—oneo signed by 530 persons 
in favor. of free wool, and the other signed by | 
206 persons in favor of an ad valorem duty on 
wool in place of the present specific form of 
duty. Witness having mentioned tbe name of 
J. Kitchenman, a signer of the free wool peti- 
tion, as a large ‘manufacturer, and a leading 
republican of Philadelphia, and one who 
helped raise the celebrated Philadelphia cam- 

aign fund {n the*last campaign, Mr. Doak, of 
-Philadelphi, rose in the rear of the room and 
flatly contradicted the statement, saying that 
Mr. Kitchenman was a lifelong democrat and 
never had contribated to a republican cam- 
paign fund. 

Coftinuing, witness said that the petitions 
showed the rank and file of the smaller manu- 
facturers, who were as willing to express 
their opinions in regard to the wool duties as 
were the great leaders of trade. No effort 
bad been made to ascertain the poli- 
tics of the signers of these _ pe- 
titions. [Laughter.] The -petition for 
reduced duties upon wool for the benefit 
of manufacturers who furnish our domestic 
wool growers a market for their fleece would 
secure a ‘great many signers among that por- 
tion of our agricultural population concerned 
in the raising of wool. Witness next 
spoke of the ad valorem petition, 


scribing the signers as among. the 
Jargest merchants and manufacturers and 
reading letters from two points favoring this 
system of tariff. They favored compoup 
duties on manufacturers of wool, because 
the difticulty of determining their value, 

the same objection could not be made A 
ad valorem duty on raw wool, as prices sre 
known al! over the world, and under- ia- 
tion could not be practiced. 

In answer to Chaitman McKinley, witness 
said that personally he favcred the ad valorem 
petition; that as adverse to radical changes, 
and believed that an ad valorem duty of forty 
per cent on combing and thirty per cent on 
carpet wool would afford sufficient protection. 

In reply to Mr. Carlisle, witness said it was 
mndoubtedly true, as land increased in price 
the number of sheep decreased. Where sheep 
decreased, the prosperity of the inhabitants 
increased vastly. He did not think that the 
tariff on wool had increased the price realiled 
by the wool growers. 3 

£ STATISTICS FROM A FARM. 

After recess J. F. Gibbs, of Greeley, Colo- 
rado, took the stand and gave a number of 
statistics relative to the cost of growing and 
marketing wool in the west. Taking the ac- 
counts of a Colorado farm, he showed that 
13,000 pounds of raw wool cost the grower 
25 cents per pound. At the seaboard it cost > 
30 cents and after scouring pretty nearly 90 
cents. He read from: a letter written by a 
Colorado sheep grower to show the great haz- 
ards of the business, resulting from storms 
and blizzards and prairie fires and severe win- 
ters. 

Witness recounted the proposition made by 
& sheep grower to wager 25,000 sheep against 
a like number, held by another owner, that 
Harrison would be elected president. He said 
that the man chanced nothing, for he calcu- 
lated that his sheep would be worthless if 
President Cleveland had been re-elected. 

‘We all felt in the last presidential election 
that every dollar invested in sheep was staked 
on the issue,’’ said the witness. 

ABOUT COLORADO’S WEATHER. 

Mr. Flower deplorei witness’ statement 
touching the severe weather conditions of Col- 
orado. He understood that it was the only 
place in the world where consumption could 


be cured. | 

Witness, with some indignation, declared 
that three hundred days in the year in Colo- 
rado the weather was as fine as anywhere up- 
on the globe. 

Mr. Flower replied that he had seen one of 
those days outin Denver, but peoplein other 
parts of the state had told him that it was the 
only one they had everseen. 

E. M. Bissell, a farmer, off Shareham, Vt., 
gave some facts concerning the cost of the 
eheep growing industry and made a compari 
son between the conditions here and there, 
stating that thesame grade of sheep were a 
dollar cheaper in Australia than in the United 
States. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bissel’s testimony, 
Chairman McKinley asked if there was any 
gentleman present to speek in favor of free 
wool. There wasno response and the com- 


mittee adjourned until tomorrow.

Sr. Lovis, January 2.—The heavy rain 
storm of yesterday and last night sadly deniolished 
all kinds of electric wires inthis city, and it was 
not until after midnight last night that they were 
brought into proper working order. The telephone 
was especially exasperating, it being almost impos- 
sible to get communication over it, and several 
serious accidents were occasioned by electric light 
wires. About S o'clock iu the evening an clectric 
light wire fell to the ground at the corner of 
Seventh and Morgan streets. A few moments later 
Mr. and Mrs, Smith and their litle dog passed the 
corner. The dog touched the wire aud was a corpse 
in a jiffy. Mrs, Smith ran to the dog, and, not 
seeing the wire, stepped on it and was thrown some 
distauce and feilunconscious, Her husband sprang 
t» pick her up and received a severe shock, but was 
not rendered insensible. Mrs. Smith was restored 
to consciousness by the physicians, but hada nar- 
row escape from death. A crowd collected, and 
George Reevés, coming in contact with the wire, 
was knocked insensible. A fireman tiamcd Hogan 
rushed to the rescue and was very severely shocked. 
Reeves was so badly hurt that he was sent to the 
city hospital. A horse was‘killed at the corner of 
Vandeventer .and Finney avenues, and several 
ce ber minor accidents occurred in different parts of 
the city.

Edison's Shops in New York Destroyed by

New York, January 2.—The downtown 
shops of the Edison Electric Il!uminating company 
were burned this morning. The current generated 
upon the dynamo supplies 18,000 incandescent 
lightsin the downtown district, most of which 
burnt aliday iu banks and offices below Fulton 
strect. All of them went outat6:15 0’clock. By 
shifting the source of supply, Superintendent Smith 
hel ped to have them all relighted before noon, The 
fire broke out at 6:07 in the dynamo room, It 
gutted buildings Nos. 52) and 527 Hart street. and 
resisted.the efforts of the tiremen ior an hour.

A HEAVY VERDICT. 


Mrs. McComb and Her Suit Against the 
Southern Railroad Association. 


WILMINGTON, Del., January 2.—In_ the 
superior court this afternoon, the jury in the case of 
Elieabeth B. McComb ys, the Southern Railroad 
association rendered a verdict in favor of the plain- 
tiff forthe full amount claimed $2,204,100, being 
the heayicst verdic: ever -given in a Delaware 
court. The plsintiff is the widow of the late Colonel 
H. 8. McComb, who was a heavy stockholder in the 
Mississippi Contral railroad, which was 
ubsorbed by the Southern Railroad 
association, and tite verdict is for nine hundréd 
Mississippi Central coupon bonds of $1,009 each, 
bearing interest at seven percent from the date of 
issue, December 15, 18753, The verdict does little 
more than establish the validity of plaintiff’s claim, 
since the assets will fall far below satisfying the 
judgment. Argument was begun in the United 
States circuit court here today in an aliled case en- 
titled **The Rogers Locomotive and Machine works 
of New Jersey to the use of Elizabeth B. McComb 
vs. Southern Railroad association of Tennessee and 
Mississippi.’’

PANIC AT A BULL FIGHT 


GIVES WAX 
AND ALIATAKE A TUMBLE 


AND A STRUGGLE FOR LIFE ENSUES 


Men Nearly Stripped of Their Clothing— 
Some of the Best Ladies of the Towa 
Under the Debris. 


City or Mexico, January 2.—Telegrams 
from Lerdo give the particulars of the fall of a 
plaza last Tuesday, while a bull fight was in 
progress. Abont ten thousand were crowded 
into the building. When the second bull was 
being killed nearly every person present rose 
and stood applauding and stamping their 
feet, when suddenly one side of the plaza 
commenced to give away. A rush followed 
and the extra movement of the thousands of 
spectators helped to bring about the fall of the 
structure. It bulged out rapidly and then 
collapsed, precipitating the unlucky inmates 
to the ground, the distance of the fall ranging 
from teu to twenty-five feet. Many were 

BURIED BENEATH THE DEBRIS, 

Among them were many ladies of the best 
families of the town. Many fights occurred 
among men, and many were stripped of every 
stitch of clothing. Crowds on the opposite 
side of the building, which numbered several 
thousands, became panic-stricken, and fell 
and trampled on one another in their attempts 
to reach the outside of the plaza, The bull 
fighters were also seized with fear and made 
their exits with the bull closely following. 
The number of wounded will reach into the 
hundreds, but while the injuries of many are 
serious and painful, it is not thought any will 
prove fatal. 


ALL QUIET AT BARNWELL.

THE TRESTLE FELL. 


Two Men Were Killed and Twenty Wounded 
in the Accident.

THE WORK OF MIDNIGHT MARAUDERS 


Carolina, and Scizing a Family by Force,

The negroes were driven rapidly under cover 
of night fifteen or twenty miles across the 
line. The boy was taken back to Miller’s 
custody, and Mary Wilkerson and daughter 
were lodged in jail at Rutherford, where they 
were kept six months before being brought to 
trial. Itis said that the mother and daughter 
were convicted of assault, and given the 
alternative of six months moreinjail or to 
leaving the state. Choosing the latter they 
returned to Spartanburg to join the rest of 
the family. The nature of the transaction 
first became known when they applied to a 
trial justice, and was referred to an attorney 
for advice. As the matter now stands, it is in 
the hands of competent South Carolina law- 
yers, who will push it to the bitter end.

HICKS ON JANUARY WEATHER. 


The St. Louis Prophet Says We Will Have 
Very Cold Waves and Storms. 


Predicting for the opening year, Rev. Mr. 
Hicks, in his ‘‘Word and Works,’’ says: 

Ifthe meteorological conditions are nermal, the 
first days of January ought tobe cold, with react- 
ionary storms of rain, sleetand snow, terminating 
to the eastward about the first or second. 

From the 3d to the 8th, a wave of higher tempera- 
ture will pass from west tg east, sensibly lifting the 
thermometer and depressihg the barometer in its 
progress, causing first thawing, followed by storms 
of rain and snow on and about the danger dates— 
5th, 6th and 7th. These, in turn, will be followed 
by a cold wave and clearing weather, lasting upto 
near the re-actiomaty movements of temperature 
and storms on or about the lith. 

The second regular storm period for the month is 
from the 15th to the 20th. The new moon ison the 
20th, and’ while we hold that the moon is one of 
the smallest factors in producing storms and atmos~ 
pheric perterbations, we have found its effects un- 
mistakably present in precipitating, or prolonging 
the regular periods, when concurring just at their 
beginning orending. In this case, the most active 
storms are apt to fallon or near the 20th, and to be 
followed promptly by one of the coldest waves of 
the winter. If mucn relaxation of the low tems 
perature occurs before the mext regular period, it 
willbe on the reactionary days, 23daud 24th, at- 
tended by more or less precipitation. 

The next and last storm period torthe month is 
from about the 26th to 3lst. It must be remembered 
tbat storm forces organize and startin the western 
parts of the continent, and that bright, cool 
weather to the east, asarule, will give piace toa 
rising temperature and cloudiness, as the storm 
moves forward. As a center, or centersof dis- 
turbance pass eastward, all who are west of them, 
or who may’be north or south of the immediate 
storm paths, may note their¢procress, locality 
and intensity by the changes in the 
mercury, the wind currents and = general 
aspects of thesky. Storms which develop to the 
extreme northwest, or south to southwest, as a rule, 
reach the east through Canda and New England, or 
along the South Atlantic coast earliest in the 
periods, and are usually followed latter in the same 
periods by storm disturbancesin the central parts 
of the continent, holding the temperature up and 
disappointing many cold wave predictions We 
look for northwesterly storms and blizzards about 
the 23th, 20th and 20th, with cold into February.

As a 
matter of style, they should always place a:'- 
verve after the word,‘‘to,”’ as ‘Hubert was de- 
termined to energetically refuse to entang:e 
himself with such ;’’ and should use more ad- 
jectives than words of all other denominations 
put together. They should also hunt for oc4 
terins, as ‘a beetling nose,’’ and shouid have

“‘T went down to the jail Sanday. It’s the 
toughest Iever saw—and I’ve seen a good 
many of them, too.”’ 

. That wae Special Examiner Nightingale 
yesterday at the United States marshal’s office. 

“What are you going to do about it?” he 
was asked. ‘ 

‘“T cannot make a report just now,” he said, 
‘‘for I have no instructions conceming the 
jail. Iam going to write to Washington to- 
night or tomorrow about it. That jail is a dis- 
grace, and something ought to be done at 
once.” a 

“‘What ought to be done?” 

‘‘A new jail should be built by the county. 
This plan of a government penitentiary is al- 
most out of the question, It has been recom- 
mended time and again, but there seems to be 
no immediate prospect of the penitentiary 
being built. But certain it is, something 
should be done, and at once.”’ 

‘‘What’s the matter with the jail?”’ 

“Eyerything’s the matter. Why, a week 
in that jail would kill anybody but a moon- 
shiner. Notso bad as that, either, but it’s a 
horrible place.. I wonder that there is no 
more sickness ‘than there is. Without ex- 
ception, absolutely, it’s the worst jail I ever 
saw. ”’ 

‘‘What will be the effect of writing to Wash- 
ington about it?’’ 

“I can’t say positively. I may be ordered 
to investigate fully and report.” 

“And then—”’ : 

“If Iam called upon to report I shall say it 
is unfit for use as a jail. Itoughtn’t to be used 
as a place of confinement for human beings.”’ 

The examiner has been in Atlanta since Sat- 
urday. The visit to the jail, he says, was a 
casual one, as he had no instructions concern- 
ing it. His time has been’ taken up, in the 
main, with examination of the books and ac- 
counts in the district court and marshal’s of- 
fice. 

‘I find all these in excellent order,’’ said 
he. ‘This northern district has come to be 
one of the best, though time was when it was 
The books here are all right.”’

4. Resolyed, That we counsel our people to further 
patience. forbearance and long suffering, and ad- 
vise them to no resistance, except such as may be 
defensive and defensible. 

The negroes of South Carolina and other 
states, in their conventions and councils, 
will command the sympathy and support of 
the whites by placing themselves on the 
platform of the Atlanta negroes. 


Our good people, our pulpit and our press,

_ izens in good faith look to the whites of the 


south for protection, the highest and best 


‘impulses of human nature, as well as _ con-

A Word About the Negro. 
During the Christmas holidays, we had 
one or two collisions -between blacks and 
whites—in Georgia—not more, however, 


} than usually occurs at the same season 


between whites. 

The only difficulty of particular impor- 
tance was the one at Jesup. This originated 
as follows: A drunken negro rowdy, named 
Brewer, who bad been hiding from the law 
about six months, cameto the vicinity of 
Jesup the night before Christmas, armed 
with pistols and a Winchester rifle, collected 
the vagabond negroes of the town on 
Christmas morning, and, notwithstanding 
the fact that the county isa prohibition 
county, proceeded to fill the crowd of 
negroes he had collected with mean whisky, 
and then, after arming the remainder of the 
party, proceeded to threaten the town be- 
cause a negro gambler had been killed a 
few nights before while resisting arrest. 
The marshal of the town, in trying to 
disperse this unlawful assembly, was. shot 
down, and so were other citizens of the 
place. The people were justly indignant, 
and cleared the town of the crowd in short 
order. What other community on the civil- 
ized globe would have done otherwise? 

It is probable that in the eagerness to rid 
their homes of the nuisance of this drunken 
mob, the whites of Jesup may have been 
indiscreet in some things, but isfit a wonder 
under such circumstances? 

The people in that vicinity were not one 
whit more in danger forty years ago, when 
the bloody Seminoles occupied the Okefeno- 
kee swamp and raided this same territory, 
than they were Christmas morning when 
menaced by Brewer and his drunken gang, 
the difference being that thé soberest negro 
in the mob was no better than the best 
Seminole, andthe drunken ones were worst 
than the meanest. 

‘Such an occurence is most unusual, in- 
deed, without record in this state. It was 
an attempt on the part of a few negroes to 
avenge the death of one of their crowd, and 
was a reckless undertaking that no sober 
negro would have considered a minute. 

A few white men in this stateare trying 
to make it appear that .this wasa conflict 
resulting from race feeling, and the negroes 
are too easily led to believe this. As long 
as they, asa class, flock together on every 
occasion to justify the acts of the vicious 
ones of their race, they will be misunder- 
stood, and as long as they listen to the 
words of those who work ~on their passions 


to win their votes they will be deceived. 


An open, manly protest, and an appeal to 
reason by the respectable element of the 
colored race, against unjust treatment from 
any lawless class—never has failed to meeta 
hearty response from the conservative 
But it is high time 
that the better element among the blacks 
were considering the conduct of Brewer and 
his drunken crowd, and cautioning their race’ 
against the repetition of such conduct, Let 
them make it so plain that he who runs may 
read, that a drunken negro with a Winches- 
ter rifle trying to wreak vengeance against 
the law is justas much in danger as an 
Indian was, under the same circumstances, 
one hundred years ago, in any state’ in this 
union. And it is the same with a drunken 
white rioter. 

Let the leading negroes teach their race 
that such conduct does it more harm than 
anything the white man can possibly do, 
Let them draw a distinction between the 
good and the bad of their own race. Both 
classes exist as much among the blacks as 
among the whites. The better element of 
the whites never takes sides with the law- 
less among them. They denounce their 
conduct, hunt them down and try to bring 
them to justice. The blacks must follow 
theirexample, and when they see anything 
wrong among their number let them 
denounce it. 

This is plain common-sense advice, and 
the sooner it is followed the better it will be 
for the negroes, whether living in Georgia 
or Kansas. Civilized white men are the 
same all over the world, and when men 
make themselves savages they must expect 
to be treated as savages. 


A Reasonable View. 

When, some years ago, a mob hung a 
negro near the union depot in Kansas City, 
nobody charged the whole city and the state 
of Missouri with being in sympathy with 
such methods. When some of the citizens 
of Lawrence, Kansas, lynched an entire 
negro family the white people of Kansas 
were not accused of inaugurating a race 
war. | 
Our northern friends should bear these 
things in mind when they come to pass 
judgment upon the south. They are not 
dealing fairly when they make capital out 
of exceptional lawlessness in the south and 
pass it overinthenorth. The simultaneous 
lynechings in Indiana and South Carolina’ 
should be judged alike, from the standpoint 
of law and order, and mot from a sectional 
or partisian point of view. 

Reasonable and patrictic men know very 
well that crime is not sectional—it is not 
bounded by geographicallines. A violation 
of law in South Carolina does not make the 
soythern people outlaws any more thana 
white-cap outrage in Pennsylvania makes 
the northern people desperadoes. 

Good men north and south will honestly 
try to straighten out their own tangles at 
home, and @hey cannot do it by throwing 
mud at each other.

A colored man named A. D. Harrison,

his colored friends some excellent advice. 
He starts out by saying that he 1s not. a 
voter for any party, and this, it seems to us, 
is his weak point. Yet, he might do worse. 
He might be toting spittoons and tailing for 
the white republicans who believe that the 
negroes as well as ail the offices in the south 


belong to them under government titles. He. 


might be loafing around, full of mean 
whisky, and with a big stick under his arm, 
advising negroes to avoid the census-taker; 
or, he might be trying, with some success, 
to make negroes believe that the real road 
to happiness consists in pushing themselves 
forward into places where they are no 
wanted. 

Instead of this, however, Harrison gives 
his race advice that is really worthy the 
attention of the negroes, albeit the great 


- majority of them may not bein a condition 


to hear it. He advises the negroes to be 
self-respecting, and thereby gain the respect 
of other people. This is the secret of the 
sort of success that the negroes seem to be 
pining for. 

But the real secret that brings substantial 
success is the desire to get on. Thus far, 
with the negroes, everything seems to run 
all~ their 
education seems to tend toward makifiy 
themselves obnoxious. ‘This is not the way 
to geton. A little self-respect, such as the 
Louisiana negroe describes, wonld be worth 
all the politics the blacks have ever seen or 
are likely tosee. A touchof this would 
save them from many a blunder, and allay 
a great deal of prejudice that is more 
personal than real.

That body, 
at the last term of the superior court, found a true 
bill against him for obstructing that partof the 
creek which lies in Terrell. As the captain has no

CAPITOL NOTES. 
Captain Bob Irwin, the insurance clerk of 
the comptroller general's office, who broke his lez by 
falling off a ladder, six weeks azo, returned to his 
desk yesterday. Cap-ain Irwin’s leg 1s still in plas- 
ter of Paris, and he says he has suffered great agony 
from the compound fracture he received when he 
fell. All the gentlemen in the comptroller’s office 
were delighted to bave Captain Irwm with them 
again. No one, however, evinced hal’the joy of 
Mr. Eugene Hardeman, who has beer combining 
the duties of wild land clerk with those of the in- 
surance departmet since Captain Irwin's accident j 


State Treasurer Hardeman sent $24,750 to 
different parts of the country yesterday by mail 
The money distributed was the semi-annual inter< 
est on the registered state bonds, The coupon 
bonds are so arranged that the holders of the small 
slips of valuable paper can ebtain the full amount 
for which they callat any bank. The registered 
bonds, however, necessitate the registration of the 
holder at the treasurer’s office, and every time one 
changes owners he has to be notified, and when 
the interest becomes due a check is mailed to the 
addresses on the big ledger. It is calculated tbat 
three-fifths of the state bonds are owned in New 
York aud nearly two-fifths in Georgia—the bal- 
ance is scattered through the other states, 


Captain Furlow, of the comptroller’s office, 
was kept busy yesterday signing receipts for 
the quarterly special taxes which became due on 
the firstof Jannary. The amount received from 
this source by the state is comparatively small. The 
same amount of labor, however, is required as if 
each of the 137 counties paid®a million dollars for 
its billiard tables, ten pin alleys, flying horses, pis- 
tolsand other specia! tax licenses. Onlya few 
counties remain unheard from and this will send in 
the amount due the state during the next few days. 

The new fiscal year began on the first of 
January. Upto yesterday afternoon, however, the 
fine, round sum of money which will pay the state's 
expenses during the next twelve months, remained 
untouched, The first voucher on the new year is« 
sued by the executive department and paid by the 
treasurer, was handed to Mr. Lamar Cobb, and was 
in favor of the State university at Athens. .On pres 
senting his documents to Colonel Hardeman, Mr. 
Cobb received $8,000 for the expenses of the univer- 
sityand $9,450 tor interest on certificates held by 
the state in favor of the university. Mr, Cobb car- 
ried the $17,450 away in his pocketbook. 

Yesterday was the date appointed by State 
School Commissioner Hook on which the exam- 
inations of public schooi teachers should be held in 
every county. It was found necessary, however, to 
hold two examinations in Fulton county owing to 
the large number of applicants, It was decided 
that yesterday the colored people should be exam- 
ined, and on Saturday next the white candidates 
will be given an opportunity to answer the ques- 
tions propounded by Judge Hook. The 
great difficulty to the arrangement 
was that tbe same papers had tobe used at both 
examinations, Each of 277 negroes who gathered 
in the basement of the court house yesterday were 
required to return the papers before leaving the 
room. It was not considered at all likely that any 
gentleman or lady desiring to become a teacher 
would dream of accepting information from the 
colored people who had seen the papers, an< it was 
therefore more asa ma‘terof formthan anything 
else that the precautions were taken. It was abso- 
lutely certain thatnoone had any ideaof what 
the questions would be thisyear. When the papers 
were being printed Mr. Starns remained at the side 
of the press and collected the printed sheets as they 
came off. During the one night that the form had 
tobe kept it was removed to Judge Hook’s private 
room and locked in his desk. When the printing 
was completed the form was broken in the presence 
of Mr. Starns, and Judge Hook himself saw every 
package containing the documents delivered at the 
postoffice. Allthose who pass this year will doso 
on their merits, 


Hon. R. W. Patterson‘arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday morning from Rome, and immediately 
visited the capitol to see the governor, and urge the 
appointment of Mr. W. B. Hill as judge of the 
Macon circuit, which position was made vacant by 
Judge Gustin’s resignation. When he found that 
Governor Gordon was still absent tn- Taylor county, 
he took the aflernoon-train and returned to his 
home. 


AQGjutanv-WUSNeral mer made 16 Nearts OF 
three cavalry companies glad yesierday. He issued 
bridles, pistols and sabers to the Troup county Huz- 
zars, the Georgia Huzzarse, of Macon, and to the 
Scriven Troop, No saddles having yet been received, 
Captain Kell’ was unable to issue them.

The legisiature passed a 
law making the 19th of January, which is the day 
on which General Lee was born, a holiday. This 
year, however, the 19th falls on a Sunday, andin 
accordance with the same act will ap- 
point the next day tor its celebration.

The executive department, acting according 
to the law. passed by the legislature, issued a call 
yesterday, requiring the Georgia Pharmaceutical as- 
sociation to furnish him with the names of ten ex pe- 
rienced druggists. From these names the governor 
will appoint five persons who will constitute the 
Georgia state board of pharmacy, one of 
whom shall hold office for one year, one for 
two yearsand soon. The law also requires that on 
each annual meeting in the future the Georgia 
Pharmaceutical association shall submit to the 
governor the names of five persons and he shail 
appointone man for a term of five years. This 
arrangement will necessitate the appointment of 
one new member of the board each year. 


BETRAYED BY HIS NEPHEW. 


An Escaped Prisoner Given Up After Four- 
teen Years of Liberty. 


Colonel Towers, principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, had his faith in humanity rudely 
shaken yesterday. 

Jacob Stone, an escaped convict, who has been a 
free man and a good citizen since 1874, was given 
up to Colonel Towers, and the infopmer against the 
runaway prisoner was his own nephew, J. J. 
Wehunt. 

In 1872 Stone was accused of stealing an ox in 
Dawson county. He claimed at the trial that he 
bad purchased the animal from a stranger, but as 
he was unable to substantiate his story he was sen- 
teuced to serve two years for simple larceny. 
When he had only four months and twenty-five 
days to serve he made his escape and went to 
Texas. He returned after two years and went 
back to his former home in Dawson county, where - 
he has since lived a respectable life, honored by his 
neighbors because they believed his statement that 
he had not stolen the ox, but had in truth pur- 
chased it in good faith, 

The part his nephew played in aiding in Stone’s 
capture was doubly despicable because he was un- 
der the deepest obligations to him. Three years 
ago J. J. Wehunt was arrested for running an illicit 
stili, and was brought to Atlanta for trial. He pre- 
tends to believe that his uncle informed against 
him,and gave that as a reason why he in turn acted 
the part of Judas. As he plead guilty as soon as he 
was brought to Atlanta he had no means of learn- 
ing who the actual informer against him 
was. He must have known, how- 
ever, that after he was sentenced 
to serve two yearsin Albany, his uncle came to 
Atlanta, at the risk of being recognizea, and so im- 

rtuned the judge that he succeeded in havingWe- 

utt’s sentence commuted to twelve months in the 
Fulton county chaingang. 

When his term of service was out he went to 
Texas, and almost immediately on his return he 
must have concéived the idea of selling his uncle 
to the authorities. 

Thinking that he would obtain a handsome re- 
ward he, with two other men, went to Stone’s 
house on New Year’s day and captured the old 
man. When near Atlanta Wehunt ieft histwo 
companions and brought his uncle into Colonel 
Towers s office alone.§ , 

Almost the first question that he asked Colonel 
Towers was how much he would receive for his 
capture, stating that hisexpenses had been some 
thing over twenty-one dollars 

When Colonel Towers had examined the records 
and had heard Stone’s story, he was not anxious to 
give Wehunt more than the law required. His feel- 
ing was strengthened when Stone told him about 
the two fhen who were waiting to divide the re- 
ward, and repeated a conversation he overheard on 
the cars, in which it was agreed to charge three 
times as much as the expenses had been.

THE TRAGIC DEATH OF ANNIE MAR- 
TIN, WHO WAS BURNED TODEATH. 


A House that Is Well Known to the Police - 


Department Is Burned to the Ground—A 
Notorious Woman Perishes., 


Burned to a crisp! 

That was the fate of Annie Martin last 
night. She perished in the burning of her 
home on Railroad alley, between Calhoun and 
Butler streets. 

It was a tragic death, and the cause of it re. 
mains a mystery. It looks like a case of arson. 

But nobody knows. 

Kittie Stribling, a negro woman who lives 
not far from the scene of the fire, happened to 
look out and saw the flames bursting from 
the roof of the house. 

She ran out, and then she observed a com- 
motion in the east room nearest Calhoun 
street; while watching the progress of the fire 
she saw 

A WOMAN RUN OUT OF THE ROOM, 
and as she reached the hallway, fell to the 
fioor. 

A man ran to the door and broke it in, but 
it was too late. The fire was then bursting 
through the doors and windows, and the man 
staggered backward and gave tho alarm. 

Patrolman Pat McCullough pulled the near- 
est box. The department responded, but be- 
fore the engines arrived, there were five hun- 
dred people standing on the railroad embank- 
ment looking down on the scene. 

Front and rear and on every side men rushed 
to and fro trying to save buildings adjoining. 
And the cry went up: 

‘‘A woman is burning to death in there!”’ 

Soon as the fire department got water on the 
building the flames subsided, but the smoke 
was stitling. Chief Joyner entered the house 
with.the hook and ladder men, and amid the 
blinding smoke he discovered by the flickering 
light of his lantern 

A GHASTLY SIGHT 
in the form of ahuman skeleton stretched at 
full length on the floor. 

The body was burned toacrisp. There was 
no flesh on the limbs; no flesh on the body; the 
skull was as bare as marble, and there were no 
features left toeven hint at the terrible story 
of the last moments of the unfortunate. 

THE FRAGMENTS WERE REMOVED 
by order of Sergeants Moss and Curtright, and 
four stout negroes bore the  half-burned 
shutter on which they were laid. They were 
carried up the steep embankment and to the 
house of Willie Burton, on Collins street. 

Undertaker H. W. Patterson was summoned 
and prepared the body for burial. 

WHO SHE WAS. 

Annie Martin was well known in police cir- 
cles. She kept an assignation house, and for 
ten or fifteen years was prominent in the crim 
inal annals of Atlanta. Among the later 
crimes charged against her was the inveigling 
and abduction of young girls into her house for 
immoral purposes. 

She is said to have come to Atlanta from 
Athens, Ga, She was forty-two years old, 
and has borne a dark reputation ever since her 
advent in Atlanta. 

For two or three weeks she has been ill, 
and most of the time she was con- 
fined to her bed. Nobody lived with 
her, consequently there is no witness to 
the beginning of the catastrophe. It is sup- 
posed that she was too weak to escape from her 
room wheu she saw that the house was on fire. 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery, and like- 
ly to remain so. There are many theories. It 
might have been the explosion of alamp, or 
many other small accidents that frequently 
cause disastrous accidents. 

But there is a strong suspicion that the house 
was fired by somebody through revengeful mo- 
tives, and a desire to put astop to the nefarious 
practices of her who lived there. 

The unfortunate woman has neither kith 
nor kin in or around Atlanta, and Willie Bur- 


ton only took charge of the funeral ant. af cam- 
passion. 


The house was worth about two or three 
huudred dollars.

THE COMING CENSUS. 
A LETTER FROM THE SUPERINTEND:« 
ENT OF THE CENSUS 


In Which He Requests Comptroller -General 
Wright to Give Him All the Aid In His 
Power in Making Up the Retarns. 


Comptrolier General Wright received a 
co=rmunication yesterday from Robert B. Por- 
ter, superintendent of the census of 1890. 

in it he was requested to render the govern- 
ment all possible aid in securing data for the 
elevcuth census of the United States. A large 
number of circulars were also sent to him ad- 
dressed to the cities of Georgia, which. accord- 
ing to Rand & McNally’s atlas for 1880, were 
credited with a population of 2,500 or more. 

Mr. Porter stated in his letter that he feared 
the list was incomplete and requested Comp- 
troller Wright to. forward a number of unad- 
dressed circulars, which he also sent to the 
cities whose population reached the requisite 
number. Captain Wright found that many of 
the largest cities in Georgia had been omitted. 
Among them were Rome, Gainesville, Bain- 
bridge, Marietta, Waycross and several others. 

In compliance with the request, the comp- 
troller filled out the circulars and will forward 
them at once. It states that to aid the federal 
authorities to obtain an accurate census is to 
further the home interests and to secure a 
proper and perfect representation in the re- 
ports. To hesitate, to delay or to send inac- 
curate or incomplete returns must produce un- 
satisfactory and discreditable results. 

The circulars were addressed to the mayors 
or governing officers of the towns, and as soon 
as Superintendent Porter receives the names 
and addresses he will forward to each one.a 
schedule to ascertain the receipts, assets and 
liabilities, bonded and floating debt, and also 
the condition of the sinking fund atthe end 
of each fiscal year since 1880. He desires also 
that whatever information is available regard- 
ing the local government of counties, towns 
and villages will be forwarded to the health, 
debt and taxation division of the census office.
